There is 
some doubt to the accumula- 
tive effect of chlordane in soil. 
Most damage is done by wire 
worms here up to January and 
only fibrous roots of older 
plants are immune to infes- 
tation. 
Worms prefer to lay eggs 
where there is a clover over 
the ground and are attracted 
by cover crops and saw grass. 
Thames advised the use of

But it is an unproven theory, that goes contrary to all 
past experiences. If it should turn out to be wrong, in another 
war, the results might be suicidal. 

Real military security requires the development of every one 
of the services—with each service permitted to obtain th wea- 
pons it feels it needs within budget limitations. 


Down The Road To Statism 

James F. Byrnes, who was formerly Secretary of State, and 
has long held a high place in the councils of the Democratic Party, 
recently said, “We are going down the road to statism, where 
we will wind up no one can tell. But if some of the new programs 
seriously proposed should be adopted, there is danger that the 
individual—whether farmer, worker, manufacturer, lawyer, or 
doctor—will soon be an economic slave, pulling an oar in the 
galley of the state.”

This is the way dictatorship comes 
about, One group is taken over at a time, while the other groups 
stand by and argue that it’s no affair of theirs. Then, when it is 
too late, we find to our horror that we're all in the same boat. 

In modern times, no nation which has lost its freedom has 


‘ever regained it. The totalitarian victories are permanent. On 


the other hand, the victories of those who still believe in free- 
dom and justice are temporary. The battle must be fought again 
and again, year after year, on front after front, And each must 
be won. 

The road to statism is marked with cheerful signs—human

Causing. Most Accidents 
“Reckless .. . Smart Aleck 
. . Irresponsible . . . Cocky” 
“These,” Safety Director H. 
N. Kirkman said today, “are 
the words that the public is 
applying to youthful drivers 
with ever-increasing frequency 
and vehemence. And, yet—as 
in practically all such cases— 
such descriptions apply only to 
a small but conspicuous minor- 


The Florida Highway Patrol 
admitted that in: view of the 
harm done by this minority, 
some of the adjectives applied 
to its members are apparently 
justified. 

“A study of New York State 
drivers some time ago,” Kirk- 
man said, “indicated that driv- 
ers between 18 and 24 years 
old account for only 13 per 
cent of the drivers on the road, 
but they were involved in 
about 27 per cent of all fatal 
traffic accidents and about 22 
per cent of all non-fatal acci- 
dents.” 

“It would appear,” he added, 
“that drivers in this group are 
having about 50 per cent more 
accidents than they might be 
expected to- have.” 

Inexperience coupled with 
immaturity are blamed by the 
State Patrol and the National 
Safety Council for this off- 
balance accident record of the 
young drivers. Of these two 
immaturity far out- 
ranks inexperience as the most 
dangerous. 


Adequate formal training in| ° 


correct driting attitudes, be-} 
hind-the-wheel training, and a 
good example by older drivers, 
the Florida Highway Patrol 
said, is the three-pronged at- 
tack on the problem that must 
be taken. 

“Until this three-way ap- 
proach is universally accepted,” 
Kirkman said, “all of us— 
young and old alike—must 
suffer the penalties. The im- 
mature teen-age drivers will 
continue to kill themselves at 
a high rate and take a lot of 
us older folk with them. 

“Parents will continue to 
suffer both emotionally and fi- 
nancially when these drivers 
are out with the family car.

Motor vehicles were respon- 
sible for half of the eight i 
dustrial fatalities in Florida 
during August, according to 
reports from the Florida Indus- 
trial Commission. 

Two workers were struck by 
vehicles while on the job and 
the other two died in wrecks. 
A special provision of the Flor- 
ida Workmen's Compensation 
Law was brought out in one of 
these deaths. A truck driver 
was killed while driving in 
Maryland. Since his company’s 
home office is in Florida, work- 
men's compensation will be 
paid his survivors. - 

The other four deaths were 
caused by as many reasons. 
One farm superintendent was 
trampled to death by an angry 
bull. Another death occurred 
when a carpenter slipped and 
fell while repairing a roof. A 
third fatality was caused by a 
lineman coming in contact with 
a high tension wire. The other

engineer was hit by a train 
ilroad crossing. 

The eight fatalities recorded 
in August were one more than 
for the previous month, but de- 
creased two from August, 1949.

In a recent meeting one of 
the teachers asked, what was 
one of the most important 
things to help man succeed and 
one replied “Labor.” At first 
I was a bit baffled and thought 
that there were a number of 
other things that were more 
important, but after giving it 
quite a bit of thought, I de- 
cided ‘that she was right. La- 
bor is King. In a little more 
than a century, the position 
of the worker has undergone 
a phenominal change. In the 
short span of years the worker 
in all parts of the world has 
changed from a pawn, slight- 
ly removed from slavery, to a 
position of such great power 
that he is now able to dictate 
what and how things shall be 
done. One hundred years ago it 
was virtually unthinkable that 
workers should have a voice] 
in determining how long they 
should work and how much 
they should get for their la- 
bor. At that time, and in all 
parts of the world, individuals 
were hired and fired at will, 
justly or not, and neither they 
nor their fellow workers could 
do sany thing about it, There 
was little or no protection 
against industrial accidents nor 
any compensation for those 
who were injured. Women and 
children worked to the limit 
of their endurance and in many 
instances were kept in barracks 
alongside the places where they 
worked, with little time for 
recreation, and that decided by 
the employer. 

There was no such. thing as 
going on strike, regardless of 
the provocation, and those who 
did were promptly discharged, 
blacklisted or shot down. In 
fact it is not too far from the 
truth to say that most of the 
world’s workers were in slav- 
ery and the “free” workers 
rights were few and far be- 
tween. The vast majority of the 
free workers did not have the 


en is closely regulated even in 
many backward countries. 
These conditions which were 
only dreamed about a century 
or less ago by a few utopian 
writers are today a reality. The 
erstwhile serf has become 
king. In many countries today 
they either control the govern- 
ment, and their power will 
grow because they have the 
votes and the ability to 
cripple production, transpor- 
tation and communication 
wherever they deem it neces- 
sary. But with power there al- 
ways come duties and respon- 
sibilities, and more statesman- 
ship is required. Only an en- 
lightened minority of the work- 
ers’ leaders have yet to recog- 
nize this obvious fact. There 
is a danger that in stressing se- 
curity, the necessity for free- 
dom may be forgotten or ig- 
nored and without a system 
of economic freedom, labor un- 
ions cannot remain free, as 
they have learned in Germany, 
Russia, Poland, Yugoslavia and 
other collectivist “paradises,” 
to their sorrow. Fortunately or- 
ganized labor in the United 
States seems to be learning 
from mistakes of organized 
labor abroad. 

I still firmly believe that 
America can best lead this na- 
tion to a better success when 
it accords to every man, re- 
gardless of race, color or creed 
his human and equal rights. 
Hating no man, fearing no man 
I strive to help in my belief 
that all are hurt so long as 
anyone is held back.
